The cost of a policy or plan to a public agency or body is not
addi ti onal conpensation to the enpl oyees or elected officials covered
t her eby. The elected officials to whom this section applies include
but are not |limted to conm ssioners elected under chapters 28A. 315,
52.14, 53.12, 54.12, 57.12, 70.44, and 87.03 RCW as well as any county
elected officials who are provided insurance coverage under RCW
41.04.180, and city officials elected under chapters 35.17, 35.22,
35.23, 35.27, 35A.12, and 35A.13 RCW Any officer authorized to
di sburse such funds nay pay in whole or in part to an insurance carrier
or health care service contractor the anmount of the prem uns due under
the contract.
